i. This memorandum recommends the approval of the selections 
listed in paragraph 5. 

1 m The Training Selection Beard met on 11 and 12 August at 

| to consider candidates nominated by the Directorates for 
a teen can ce at the 1972-73 sessions of the senior military colleges, 
the Senior Seminar In foreign Policy at the Department of State, and 
the Advanced Management Program and Program for Management Dew lop" 
went at Harvard. The Board's careful evaluation of the qualifica- 
tions Included a review of official personnel film. Additionally, 
we have processed the candidates' files through thus Special Activi- 
ties Staff, Office of Personnel. 

3. Again tills year the Selection Board's task was a difficult 
one because of the large number of highly qualified people. Sixty 
candidates were nominated to fill thirty places In tile schools, 
including one in the Royal College of Defence Studies and four in 
the Program for Management Development at Harvard, it was very evi- 
dent that the sponsoring offices and Directorates tied followed the 
Board's guidelines and had exercised great care in Identifying their 
cendidates. For example, this year the problem of age was improved 
by the nominating of younger officers, but It is sti 1 1 of some con- 
cern. it is much more advantageous for Directorates to nominate 
people who, (f not chosen one year, would haw another chance because 
of their younger age. 

4. tn the course of our deliberations, two proposals were matte 
with respect to future nominations. First, it would probably strengthen 
the possibilities for selection for one of the three military schools-- 
Amy War College, Naval War College, and Air War College— If the can- 
didates were nominated indiscriminately for these schools. In most 
cases, attendance at any one of the three schools would be equally 
beneficial for our participants. Secondly, we propose that from now 

on the nominations for the National War College and the industrial 
College of the Armed Forces be Interchangeable, in line with this 
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proposal, the roost difficult problem we faced this year was with the 
industrial College of the Armed Forces because we had several excel- 
lent candidates far only one space. For example, | | . ol, 
was a very strong candidate who could be considered for the Advanced 


Management Program at Harvard as soon as he is eligible, m hope 
that the Director can be persuaded to express our dissatisfaction to 
the Commandant of the Industrial College and to msfte an appaal for 
the second space. You will recall that I wrote to the Commandant 
last December on this matter and was turned down on the basis that 
students from non-Cefense agencies must be accommoda ted within the 
twelve spaces allocated by the Commandant. We feel that CIA deserves 
more than one of these twelve spaces.
